{ udents  who  strongly  pro- 


tested the  law.  Enforcement  of 
the  ordinance,  which  has  been 
on  the  books  for  a number  of 
years,  was  to  have  begun  last 
fall. 

Because  of  the  hardship  to  stu- 
dents who  had  cars  and  no  off- 
street  parking,  the  enforcement 
of  the  ordinance  was  postponed 
until  June  10. 

During  the  summer  months, 
persons  with  cars  left  overnight 
have  been  ticketed. 

SOME  SUGGESTIONS 

When  the  ordinance  went  into 
effect,  the  Rental  Housing  and 
Off-Street  Parking  C o m m i t e e 
offered  several  suggestions: 

1.  Post  appropriate  areas  on  the 
perimeter  of  BYU  through  coop- 
eration of  the  residents  and  Provo 
Police  in  an  effort  to  regulate 
day-time  parking.  The  restriction 
should  be  designed  to  encourage 
parking  on  parking  lots  instead 
of  streets, 

2.  Ask  BYU  to  resister  all  of 
the  students’  cars  and  encourage 


those  who  prefer  not  to  buy  an 
on-campus  permit  to  park  in  the 
parking  spaces  provided  by  their 
landlord. 

3.  Ask  BYU  to  include  parking 
spaces  as  a strict  requirement 
for  approved  housing  to  students 
with  cars.  The  contract  should  be 
signed  and  based  upon  the  fact 
that  the  landlord  be  required  to 
furnish  the  parking  to  those  with 
cars. 

4.  Ask  BYU  to  provide  a list 
of  housing  having  parking  avail- 
able and  a list  of  housing  not 
providing  parking  for  the  use  of 
students  seeking  accomodations. 

5.  Enforce  the  2 to  5 a.m.  park- 
ing restriction. 

6.  Encourage  cooperative  park- 
ing situations  in  blocks  when  it 
is  possible  and  agreeable  to  own- 
ers. 

7.  Encourage  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment and  other  discretionary 
bodies  to  adhere  strictly  to  the 
codes  as  much  as  is  possible  to 
avoid  non-conformity  uses  and 
the  resultant  problems.

BYU  Serves  25,770 
n Classes,  Workshop! 


This  summer  BYU  has  served 
a total  of  25,770  persons  compared 
with  20,350  last  year— an  increase 
of  26  per  cent. 

The  number  of  daytime  students 
registered  for  credit  was  9,238— 
an  increase  of  1,673  over  last 
year  or  a gain  of  22  per  cent. 
Tile  figure  represents  8,125  reg- 
ular daytime  Summer  School  stu- 
dents and  1,158  students  enrolled 
in  workshops,  clinics  and  insti- 
tutes for  credit. 

In  addition,  there  were  589  stu- 
dents registered  for  credit  in  eve- 
ning classes  who  were  not  en- 
rolled in  day  classes. 

MANY  OTHERS 
There  ere  also  6.658  adults  and 
youths  enrolled  in  non-credit 
classes,  and  other  thousands  in 
conferences  such  as  Education 
Week. 

Summer  School’s  second  term 
ends  Friday  with  Commencement 
exercises.  The  academic  proces- 
sion will  begin  at  8:50  a.m.  and 
the  services  at  9:30  a.m.  in  the 
Fieldhouse. 

Students  will  receive  their  di- 
plomas in  separate  convocations 
of  13  colleges  and  the  Graduate 
School. 

Dr.  Dean  A.  Peterson,  director 
of  the  Summer  School,  said  the 
regular  summer  attendance  has 
grown  from  121  in  1912  to  9,283 
students  this  year, 

MORE  FIGURES 
Of  the  total  regular  daytime 
students.  44  per  cent  came  from 
Utah,  15  per  cent  from  California, 
10  per  cent  from  Idaho  and  3 per 
cent  from  Arizona. 

Five  other  Western  states— 
Washington,  Oregon,  Nevada, 


Colorado,  and  Wyoming— supplied 
enrollments  of  100  to  200  each. 

All  states  and  the  District  of 
Columbia  were  represented,  and 
Summer  School  students  also 
came  from  44  foreign  countries. 

Composition  of  the  summer  stu- 
dent body  differs  markedly  from 
the  regular  school  year,  showing 
68.5  per  cent  undergraduate  stu- 
dents and  31.5  graduate  students. 
It  is  a time  when  many  educators 
and  other  professionals  can  get 
away  to  work  on  higher  degrees. 

Of  the  regular  enrollment,  97.2 
per  cent  were  members  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints  and  40.9  per  cent  were 
returned  missionaries. 

A total  of  1613  classes  was  of- 
fered in  55  departments  of  13 
colleges.  There  were  38  visiting 
faculty  members  in  addition  to 
regular  resident  faculty.
